It 
does not follow that because a Senator pro- 
poses a bill that he is thereby committed to 
it; unless he votes for it, the mere intro- 
duction of a bill carries no implication of 
favoring it. The bill for the relief of Dr. 
Best was wrong in principle, and should 
never have been passed; but unless Gen. 
Loaan voted for it, which is not alleged, he 
is no more responsible for it than is Gov. 
HENDRICES. ‘

' ENGLAND'S INFLUENCE. 

One of the most significant features of the 
peace negotiations in the Turko-Servian 
affair is the remarkable influence that En- 
gland has had upon the other Powers in Eu- 
rope. It will be remembered that for some 
years past England has had little influence in 
European matters,—so little that the prophe- 
cy was frequent she would soon become a 
second or third rate power. In the Franco- 
German war she cut no figure at all, and yet 
she had constantly increased in strength, and 
population, and prestige. At the outset of 
the war between Servia and Turkey, although 
she was directly interested in the Eastern 
question, which was imperiled by the men- 
ace of Russia, it was very generally antici- 
pated that she would have little voice in the 
diplomatic direction of affairs, and that the 
final settlement would be effected by the 
triple alliance of Germany, Austria, and 
Russia. On the other hand, it now eventu- 
ates that England has played a very impor- 
tant, although not always a very consistent 
or judicious, part in the negotiations, and 
that her warning to Turkey, that she would 
abandon her to the tender mercy of Russia 
if she did not accept certain conditions, has 
had more effect than the combined counsels 
and threats of Bismarcx, GorTscHaxkorr, and 
Ar@anassy. 

In discussing the secret of this very re- 
markable change, the Anglo-American Times 
hits upon a very probable theory, namely, 
that the settlement of all her disputes with 
the United States has lifted a heavy weight 
from her and left her free to speak with more 
influence and authority than she could do 
when embarrassed with complications this 
side the water. The supposed hostility of 
the United States to England was cunningly 
urged by Russia and other Powers in the ad- 
justment of international qu@stions. When, 
after the Crimean war, differences arose be- 
tween England and Russia, the latter counted 
positively upon aid from the United States. 
While the Commission to adjust the Alabama 
claims was sitting in Washington, it is charged 
that the Russian Minister, M. Caracazy, was 
engaged in an endeavor to neutralize the 
work and foment discord. The Ministers of 
both parties, however, have of late sought to 
cultivate amicable relations with this country, 
and since the settlement of the Alabama claims 
have made visible progress. In this direc- 
tion it has been materially aided by the 
change in English sentiment upon class dis- 
tinctions in this country caused by the abo- 
lition of slavery. The increase of the Irish 
in the United States was another cause of 
English jealousy, and Fenian raids and mani- 
festations, of little consequence in them- 


helped on theirfitation. The people of that 
country, however, now see that the animosi- 


ly disappearing, and that Fenianism is only 
the chronic manifestation of a few hot-heads 
whose bark is not dangerous. The signs of 
this change of relations between the two 
countries are visible in many direc- 
tions. The readiness with which England 
accepted the invitation to take part in 
the Centennial Exposition, the magnificent
